“ Good-bye, Martha. God help you! 
Ishall be back in thre» days at the 
farthest.”’ 

The hardy White Mountain pionc or, 
Mark Warren, kisxd his young wile, 
held his two-year old boy to his breas 
for a moment, and then shouldering 
the sack of cora that wasto be con- 
verted into meaf at the rade mill, forty 
miles away, tradged on through the 
wilderness, 

Martha Warren stood at the door of 
the cottage, gazing out aficr the rc- 
treating form of her husband.

The last edition, among many 
other romantic episodes, contains 
an account of the tenth Lord Fairfax in 
the peerage of Scotland, who now holds 
the office of Reporter of the Sapreme 
Court of California, one of high position 
and responsibility in the United States, 
as the Peerage declares. A long story 
is also given of a street fight in 1859, in 
San Francises, between Lord Fairfax 
and an ordinary reporter, Charles 
Snowden Fairiax, tenth Baron Fair- 
fax, is collaterally related to Thomas, 
the sixth Baron, who, having re- 
linguished his English estates to 
his brother Robert, came over to 
America and settled at Creen- 
way Court, a plantation of more 
than half a million acres of land in 
Virginia, which he inherited from his 
mother, Catherine Culepepper.

Fairfax, out of Virginia, is better 
known as the person who employed 
Gieorge Washington as a suryeyor., On 
the death of Robert Fairfax, in 1798, 
the estate dce-cended to Rev. Bryan 
Fairfax, a second cousin, who became 
eighth Baron. The pro«nt Lord Fair- 
fax, great grand--on of Bryan, was 
born at Vancluse, Fairfax county, Vir- 
cinia, in 1829, and suecerted to the 
title in 1846,

Tae Vevotrepe Taxation, Tout, 
AND IMPROVEMENTS.—The veloci- 
pede is now appearing daily in our streets, 
and the van-guard of twenty velocipede 
riders at the President’s procession ex- 
cited much attention, There is talk of 
taxing the velocipede in this eity, like 
other “privileges,” and it is likely that 
those who let out velocipedes for hire will 
have to pay atax, but it is the general 
impression that no heavy burden should be 
put upon a healthy out-~<door exercise, that 
is calculated toimprove the stamina and 
robustness of our youug men, and to keep 
them from drinking places and dissi 
tion, From the Scientific American, which 
we have received from our neighbor Em- 
mons, we learn thatin England the toll 
ates are demanding toll of velocipedes 
but a lower court has decided against the 


infliction. In Boston there are fourteen 
licensed velocipede rinks. A shorter 
name than “velocipede” is wanted for 


familiar use—the French say ‘“‘veloce,"’ 
suppose wetry it. The “o” in the last 
syllable is pronounced like in fiuss, 
dust, etc. A new kind of veloce has a thin 
wire net-work over the area of the wheel 
—no spokes; itis very light and pleasant 
Lo In New York a onkey, a& goat, 
or adog may draw a vehicle through the 
streets, but the stupid Aldermen haye in- 
flicted a fine for ranning velocipedes. 
Some of the smart ones are training their 
dogs to run in front of the veloce, har- 
nessed to it by a gearing of colored rib- 
bon. With the dog in front they expect to 
escape the fine. A device has been invent- 
ed by which the veloce can use the horse- 
ear tracks. A bar of iron with a small 
wheel at the end extends from the “ back- 
bone” of the veloce, so as to bear upon 
the opposite rail. It works well. It is 
proposed to use velocipedes in delivering 
telegrauis, that came a thou- 
sand miles in two minutes, should not be 
an hour in getting from the office to the 
distant suburbs, A ladies’ veloeipede has 
been made, with a wicker-work seat and 
thirty-two inch diameter fore wheels, The 
ladies wear a dark dress with the skirt 
divided at the bottom, and buttoning 
round the ancles when running, It ts be- 
lieved this Implement will becomeé popu- 
lar for ladies’ exercise in rinks appropri- 
ated to therm. To know how many nities 
he runs, the rider must attach the usual 
implement for taking the namber of rev- 
olutions per minute that will produce a 
mile an bour, With a forty-eight inch 
wheel, seven revolutions per minute will 
give one mile an bhonr, seventy reyolu- 
tions ten miles. It is suggested thata 
veloce might be built to be worked by one 
foot and one hand, by which one legged 
persons might travel with advantage. A 
veloce has been invented that has a side 
saddle behind for ladies, who can use one 
foot at the hind wheel, or a 
place a saddle and use both .
